advised that he has been employed at the b6 
SNPS since and he is well acquainted with the facility. bic 
At 9:15 AM, on April 27, 1982,[ ____]was оп a break in the 
corridor of the Office and Service Building at the SNPS, when he 
spotted two girls walking in the hallway. Because they were 
wearing brown colored hard hats, he believed they were in training 
for the SNPS security force. For conversation, and to joke around, 
he asked the girls the location of various areas of the SNPS plant 
such аз the Chemistry laboratory mezzanine and the steam and pipe 
tunnel. dvised he knows the location of these areas. These 
girls, who does not know, asked him what company he was with 
and he jokingly said he was with the NRC. which he knows to represent 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission. said that the three of 
them then laughed at this and he believed that they realized he 
was joking around. He advised that he never had even the remotest 
of intentions to pass himself off as an NRC employee and he now regrets 
acting in this unfortunate manner. The writer apprised[ ^ ]of 
the impersonation statute as part of the United State Code and 
explained to [| the otential gravity of falsely impersonating 
a Federal employee. Č fadvised that he has never before been 
in trouble and that he will never act in this way again. The

and his alleged impersonation of a Nuclear Regulatory Commission b7C 
(NRC) Inspector at the Shoreham Nuclear Power Station, Shoreham, 
New York on April 27, 1982. The details of this allegation were 
related to AOSA| |by SAL Jon April 28, 1982, and AUSA 
suggested that a preliminary investigation be initiated 
Two witnesses and 
were interviewed and admitted that he had 
indeed indicated to the witnesses on April 27, 1982, that he was 
an NRC inspector. However, he insists it was intended as a joke . 
with no intention оп his part of seriously portraving himself 
as a bonafide inspector. He was apprised by 9۸ of the 
existence of the impersonation statute in the United States Code 
and he potential seriousness in violating this law. 
advised that he sincerely regrets his behavior on 
April 27, 1982, and he characterized it as a "stupid" joke which 
he will never repeat. 
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
